tory, he recommended that it be 
done by neutralization of direct 
rights of way. 
He declared th at “great prepon­ 
derating arm am ents” if continued, 
would rob the world of a sense of 
safety. 
These thoughts still con­ 
stitute the backbone of the pres­ 
ident's policy, it was learned def­ 
initely today.

ing to evidence presented today by 
A. Bruce Bielaski of the depart­ 
m ent of justice before the Senate 
committee investigating 
German 
propaganda. 
Reporting to Berlin November 
1, 1916, however, Bernstorff said 
that the peace 
propaganda 
had 
been most successful. 
Affidavits and 
reports tending 
to shew that Braun, editor of Fair 
Piay Magazine, 
had 
received 
a 
number of checks from Bernstorff 
and the 
German 
embassy 
were 
submitted. 
One of these was for 
$5,000 and another foe* $3,000 and 
a third for $1500. 
The checks in 
moFt c 'SCS were made out to the 
“ F air Play Printing & Publishing 
Company,” Bielaski said. He did 
not know that Braun ever received 
money from Bernstorff on his per­ 
sona! account. 
One cf Bcrnstorff’s letters to the 
Berlin foreign office in part read: 
“As you w ill have learned from 
my

since the Lusitania case endeav­ 
ored to round up all the so-called 
German propaganda and especial­ 
ly to get rid of all doubtful indi­ 
viduals. Can now say w ith a good 
conscience th at we no longer are 
compromised.

“At the beginning of the war, 
many thinqs were undertaken by 
the Dernberg propaganda 
which 
would never have been undertaken 
if we could have seen that the w ar 
would be so long because nothing 
can for long be 
kept 
secret Sn 
America. 
“Since the 
Lusitania case, we 
have strictly confined ourselves to 
such propaganda as cannot hurt us 
if it becomes known. 
The sole ex­ 
ception 
is, 
perhaps, 
the 
peace 
propaganda, which has cost the 
largest amount but which also has 
been the most successful. 
“ Lately I have been using the 
embargo association and some en­ 
tirely reliable intermediaries.”

“I am nowr office boy in the office of 
the Director of Religious Activities in 
this district. 
My first duty was to go 
to the store room, select a desk and 
get it up here to the office. I tried to 
run down a “Y” Lizzie to bring the 
desk up, but Lizzie did not understand 
English so I got one of our French 
drivers to help. 
I do not know just 
what he said when Lizzie kicked at 
him but it seemed to be emphatic and 
effective, for she started and I ain 
now writing from my new desk. 
“Yesterday I preached three tiroes. 
Went out in the morning and found a 
different type of congregation from 
what I had been led to expect, fifty 
new chaplains had just arrived and 
stood up in. a temporary tent, while I 
conducted a ‘school of the prophets.” 
I felt like the president of a theologi­ 
cal seminary. In the afternoon I held 
a service about three miles out in the 
open air and in the mud and rain, in 
the evening I had a service in the 
naval station. 
Had fine music and 
good attention. 
“Nov. 4.—I wrote to some of the 
boys of the 143d and 144th the other 
day and hope to hear from them soon. 
I saw Charles Yan Wyk the other 
day. He is fine and well. There were 
seven California boys in the service 
laBt night. At the close of the service 
a young fellow w ho had lived in Santa 
Aaa fourteen years ago came up and 
shook hands like an old friend. 
“The women and girls here bring 
milk and vegetables into town in carts 
drawn by funny looking little donkeys. 
Sometimes a woman will have a dog 
hitched up with herself. It is easy to 
get fresh milk here—if you have the 
price—from the herds of goats driven 
through the streets. 
We get grapes 
that taste just like the California 
ones. 
They are the best eating there 
is here. 
I have always heard the 
French were greet cooks, but I can 
beat them all to pieces. 
You would 
be surprised to see the displays in 
♦he jewelry stores, and they do not 
hesitate to ask top prices. 
“One of the French minstrel jokes is 
o fthree prices, one for the Frencii, 
one for the English and the top price 
for the Americans. 
They get them. 
too; they just give you a shower bath 
of words and you pay the price to get 
from under.

The failure of the War Risk de­ 
partment to make payments under the 
$10,000 policy issued upon the life of 
Private Otto Rozell of the U. S. Ma­ 
rines, killed at Chateau Thierry, is no 
doubt due tp a misunderstanding on 
the part of a der# in the department 
at Washington, I), C. According to the 
information given by the Red Cross, 
there is no question but that Mrs. 
Rozell, mother of the marine who was 
killed, is fully entitled to $57.50 per 
month. " 
The question as to whether or not 
dependency was necessary in order 
to get payments 
on 
insurance 
was 
raised in the Rozell 
case, and has 
caused a good deal of comment here as 
well as some anxiety. Looking at the 
patter in the light of the informatiop 
secured from the Red Cross, there can 
he little question but that the diffi­ 
culty over the Rozell insurance came 
because some “bonehead” 
clerk 
in 
Washington got tangled up. 
When the question arose here. Mrs. 
Susie M. Rutherford, secretary of the 
Home Service Section of Santa Ana 
Chapter, Red Cross, wrote immediately 
to San Francisco headquarters of tile 
Red Cross for information upon the 
subject. 
The Rozeli case had; brought so 
much inquiry to her office that she de­ 
sired a definite ruling from the divi­ 
sion office of Hie Red

Rozell case itself did not arise within 
the jurisdiction of Santa Ana chapter.

six weeks special course of Instruction 
at San Francisco in the home service 
section.

Every man on entering the service 
has the right to apply for the insur­ 
ance 
He names a beneficiary within 
the permitted class and 
no 
matter 
what the circumstances of said bene­ 
ficiary are. he is entitled to the pay­ 
ments from the insurance. 
Therefore, in the case of Otto Ro­ 
zell, if this man had applied for $lff> 
OOO worth of insurance and he named 
his motlier as beneficiary, she is en­ 
titled to the payments at the rate of 
$57.50 per month, no matter what her 
circumstances. 
When a death is officially reported 
at Washington, it is supposed that au­ 
tomatically the insurance papers will 
he sent the beneficiary. 
Wo think what has caused the mis­ 
understanding is that compensation is 
payable to a wife, a child or a depend-1 
ent parent. It is only relative to com­ 
pensation that the word “dependency” 
is stated. 
We trust that this information will 
he satisfactory and that you will be 
able to give publicity to these facts 
and correct 
the 
misunderstanding 
which has appeared. 
We know definitely of the number 
of policies that are now being paid for 
insurance, and we know that In no 
policy is there a question of depend­ 
ency. but someone has confused this 
with compensation, whereby the de­ 
pendency of the parent would be a 
condition for compensation.

The plowed grounds have absorbed it 
as fast as it fell, and big clods have 
been moistened and softened.

However, the total already recorded 
is sufficient to put the farmers in 
good spirits and to reasonably insure 
good crops, and with these conditions 
the “back bone” of the country is stif­ 
fened and they will let go of their 
money for Christmas buying.

everyone else is in the same condi­ 
tion. 
The end of the war, with a bright 
prospect for a big crop season, should 
make this Christmas season one of 
the happiest and best ever enjoyed 
here.

Graphic Description Is Given 
of Peace News Reach­ 
ing the Front 


The 'American soldiers in Fiance 
give first honors lo France. 
This is 
shown in the following editorial from 
The Stars and Stripes printed in 
France immediately after the armis­ 
tice was signed. 
The copy was re­ 
ceived by Miss Theresa McDonour 
from her brother-in-law’, a captain of 
artillery in France. 
The editorial 
reads as follows: 
/ 
GENTLEMEN, TO FRANCE! 
In the hour of victory, what member 
of the A. E. F. could hope to express 
in mere w’ords the feeling of eternal 
comradeship and eternal gratitude of 
the men of the A. E. F. for France? 
We know the great part that our 
other gallant Allies have played in this 
war We are proud of them and what 
they have done. 
By the blood they 
spilled for us and we for them, in our 
hearts they will 
Allies. 
But we are sure that all of 
them join us. in one accord, in this 
hour of triumph, in raising the goblet 
of Victory to la belle France and 
drinking deep to her unquenchable 
spirit of liberty, equality, fraternity, 
to her undismayed and unconquerable 
poilus. 
To France, then, each of us, her 
Allies—and God shower her bounti­ 
fully in the good time coming for all 
that she went through, for all that she 
endured, in the black years of the war. 
The same copy of The Stars and 
Stripes tells of the reception of peace 
news by the troops. The introduction 
says: 
At the eleventh hour on the eleventh 
day of the eleventh month hostilities 
came to an end from Switzerland to 
the sea. Early that morning, from the 
wireless station on the Eiffel Tower in 
Paris, there had gone forth through 
the air to the wondering, half-incredu­ 
lous line that the Americans held from 
near Sedan to the Moselle the order 
from Marshal Foch to cease firing on 
the stroke of ll. 
On the stroke of ll the cannon 
stopped, the rifles dropped from the 
shoulders, the machine guns grew’ still. 
There followed then a strange, unbe­ 
lievable silence as though the world 
had died. 
It lasted but a moment, 
lasted for tho space that a breath is 
held. 
Then came such an uproar of 
relief and jubilance, such a tooting of 
horns, shrieking of’ whistles, such an 
overture from the bands and trains 
and church bells, such a shouting of 
voices as I he earth is not likely to 
hear again in our day and generation. 
When night fell on the battlefield 
the clamor of the celebration waxed 
rather than waned. Darkness? There 
was none. 
Rockets and a ceaseless 
fountain of star shells made the lines 
a streak of glorious brilliance across 
the face of startled France, while, by 
the light of flares, the front and all 
its dancing, boasting, singing peoples 
was as clearly visible as though the 
sun sat high in the heavens. 
Germans Celebrate as Well 
The man from Mars, coming to 
earth on the morning of November 
ll, 1918, would have been hard put to 
it Lo say which army h a d ro n , for, 
lf anything, the greater celebration, 
the m ore startling outburst, came not 
from the American but from the Ger­ 
man side. 
At least he could have 
said—that man from Mars—to which 
side the suspension of hostilities had 
come as the greater relief.

Records show that the first two 
weeks of the epidemic brought the 
heaviest death reports. 
Rei>orts from various parts of the 
county today show that the epidemic is 
by no means over. These reports show 
that iii some localities there are more 
cases among the 
white 
people now 
than there have been at any time since 
the flu arrived seven or eight weeks 
ago. The epidemic seems to have very 
pearly run itself out among the Mexi­ 
cans, who were bard hit at first and 
from among whom the great majority 
of deaths came. 
It appears that influenza cases are 
generally much lighter now than they 
were a month or six w’oeks ago. That 
is undoubtedly due partly to the fact 
that people have come to a better un­ 
derstanding of the dangers of the dis­ 
ease and they take much better care 
of themselves at the first start and 
throughout tho illness than was al­ 
ways the case at first. 
The Death Reports 
There is no one central point in the 
county at which an amirate death re­ 
port can be obtained for the county, 
ever remain our Eventually the reports all get to the 
'office of the State Board of Health in 
San Francisco. 
There are at least ten offices In Or­ 
ange county that are authorized to re­ 
ceive death reports. Every death that 
occurs inside the city limits of Santa 
Ana must be reported to 
tho 
city 
clerk’s office. Deaths around and south 
of Santa Ana. not including Orange 
and Newport Beach townships, 
are 
recorded at the office of the county re 
corder. 
City clerks at Orange, New­ 
port Beach. Huntington Beach. 
Seal 
Beach, Stanton, Anaheim, Fullerton 
and Brea receive reports, 
some 
of 
(hem from their city areas only, w’hile 
others include a lot of outside terri­ 
tory. 
Huntington 
Beach 
receives 
Huntington Beach and Los Alamitos 
township reports, while Anaheim’s city 
clerk gets the reports for 
Anaheim 
and Yorba townships. Fullerton has a 
large area outside the city. 
Orange 
gels Orange township, hut most of the 
deaths at the County Hospital are re­ 
corded with the county recorder. Each 
city clerk is “supposed” to make a 
copy of each death report that is filed 
with him and send that copy to the 
office of the county recorder. 
The 
word “supposed” covers the situation, 
for the instruction is not mandatory 
Mid only a few’ of-the city reports for 
the last six wer ks have reached the 
county recorder’s office. 
The reports for the county as given 
herewith have been secured from the 
city clerks and the county recorder.

ployer and employe.” 
First the employer says it, and then 
the labor leader says it. and then the 
policitian sa y s it just as if he had dis­ 
covered something new. 
It is true that co-operation is vital, 
•specially now when every question of 
labor and of wages is a vexed one. 
But too often Labor says “co-opera­ 
tion” when operation is what is really 
meant, the thing in mind being the 
separation of capital from the largest 
wages possible with the least return 
of work. 
While the employer sim ilar­ 
ly ponders not a thing of m utual bene­ 
fit. 
but 
a 
one-sided 
perform ance 
which consists in getting the most pro­ 
duction from labor for the sm allest 
sum. 
Neither is fair. 
Both forget that co­ 
operation means mutual u n d ersta n d ­ 
ing and effort, mutual gain, and if 
necessary, mutual sacrifice. 
Fred C. Butler of the 
industrial 
service section of the war departm ent 
has said: 
"Heretofore our em ployers 
have thought that all their men re­ 
ceived in their pay envelopes was 
money. 
Now they have come to real­ 
ize that they receive in those envel­ 
opes proper or improper food, clean or 
dirty streets, desirable or undesirable 
homes, and many other things which 
go to make life worth living or m iser­ 
able.” 
Well and good for the employer w ho 
does realize this and does all he ra n 
to have the pay envelopes of his men 
set them on the way to good and pros­ 
perous citizenship. 
On the other hand, the employe 
thinking of his envelope in the sam e 
terms should expect to render fair 
service for his hire, to rem em ber th a t 
the employer carries the investm ent 
with all that this implies of expense 
and of liability to destruction and 
failure, and that the purchasing power 
of a dollar is no more because it is 
written in a check book than it is in 
the pocket of a pair of overalls.

The provisions of the first revenue 
bill, which included a I Vi per cent 
floor tax, aroused the question as to 
whether the dealer or the renter own­ 
ed the car, and further the dealers 
objected to paying the tax on the car 
which had been returned by the rent­ 
er, stating that this was being sold 
as a second-hand vehicle. 
The ruling definitely decided that 
the dealer was always th e owner of 
the car until the title passed into the 
hands of the renter, 
but 
the * new 
amendment provides the dealer can 
charge the renter with the price of 
the floor tax when he takes title to the 
machine. 
If the car is returned 
by 
the renter prior to the ten months, 
it is classed as a second-hand Vehicle 
and taxes do not apply to it. 
The tax under the provision of the 
new revenue bill is 5 per cent, as has 
been announced previously.
